Of the four V owls, and. how they are to be 
placed about 4 Letter. 


HE four ſingle Vowels are 5 1, 2 * 
u, and there is no need of making a 
| Diftin&tion: between the u Vowel and v 
Conſonant, as will appear in the following 
Method; and by the ſame Rule, there is 
no Uſe in this Art either of Dipthongs or 
Double Vowels: The Intent of the Prac- 
tice of Short and Swift Writing, aiming 
only at Sounds of Words, not the Truth” 
of Spelling: For 19 hg the four Vowels 
about any Letter, I have in the Plate 1. A, 
given you ſix Examples, in Which you 
have all the Variety of thoſe Letters con- 
rained in the Alphabet, whether upright, 
ſidewiſe or flat; and therein have lo clearly 
ordered the Vowels, that I think it imper- 
tinent to reiterate ſingly that which is ſo 
plain and perſpicuous; therefore I ſhall 
refer you abſolutely to thoſe Examples of 
Words, that are only expreſſed by the Rule 
of the Alphabet which immediately fol- 
lows. See Plate 10. A 2. 

Mr. John I illis the Divine, the firſt Pub- 
liſner of the Art of Shert-WWriting, in his 
Art of Mengr apy. hath ſpent much 2 * 
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The names in Characters of men and © ' 
| women recorded in the Scripture ; 13 | 
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and Pains in ſhewing what Letters may 


be omitted, and yet the Word properly 
ſounded, which he calls the Abbreviation 
of all Words; wherein he ſhews how the 
Choice of the ſounding Letter or Letrers in 
a Word are uſed, whether Double Vowels 
or Double Conſonants ; and after him Mr. 
Shelton hath done the like. 

All which in this following Work are 
more completely performed without thoſe 
tedious. Diſcourſes, and very plainly laid 
open to your Sight in all the. engraven 
Pages contained in the Book; wherein the 
Words are at large engraved, and the Word 
by the Character and Rule performed fo, 
Nat the firſt Rule here propoſed by the 
Alphabet is completed with more Variet 
of Words according to that Rule, than 
hath been uſually performed; to which 
Rule you have five complete Pages of en- 
graven Examples before, viz.

by ſeveral Examples, as in the former. And 
now your Work in Plate 17. B, preſented to your 
View, muſt be learnt: as perfectly by heart, as 
yo" firſt Page to your former Rule, becauſe the 
oundation of this ſecond Rule depends upon it, 
Of Prepoſitions and Termioations, we, have in 
this Book expreſſed ſeventy-fix ; all exactly per- 
formed according to the Character expreſſed in 
the Palms and Teſtament, to fave the Learner 
Labour, or his tedious Search for the Help of his 
more eaſy Attainment of this Art. See Plate 17.
